J. S. Turner of the People’s Party. 
Publishes an Address—Iowa Bimet- 
tallists Endorse 
Bryan—Michigan 
Silverites Scored by Committeeman 
Campau—Timely Political Notes. 


Washington, 
July 
15.—^Politicians 
here are anxiously awaiting the popu­ 
list and silver conventions in St. Louis 
next week, as many of them believe the 
result of the November elections will 
largely depend upon the actioa taken 
by the conventions upon the Chicago 
ticket. 
The silver men here say that 
the indorsement of Bryan by the con­ 
ventions will bring to the ticket sev­ 
eral million votes to replace bolting 
gold men. 
The democratic and republican par­ 
ties are to be represented at the popu­ 
lists’ convention, the latter to induce 
the populists to put up a separate can­ 
didate, and the former to prevent such 
an occurrence. It is almost certain that 
several of the most prominent demo­ 
crats in the country will appear in S t 
Louis before the convention, and wil 
probably be clothed faith authority to 
make pledges 
The bolting of the gold men in every 
state is calculated, it is said, to cement 
the silver men, and will do more to 
cause the populists to nidorse the demo­ 
cratic ticket than anything else. The 
silver men do not believe that the gold 
democrats fa ill place a ticket in the field 
and argue that the gold sertngth will be 
united upon one candidate. 
J. H. Turner, who for the last four 
years has been secretary of the nation­ 
al committee of the people’s party, in 
a signed statem ent urges the populists 
to support Bryan for president. 
The second quadrennial convention 
of democratic clubs will convene at St. 
Louis, Mo., September 20, and it is 
believed that 3,500 delegates will be in 
attendance. Every club is entitled to 
one delegate, and in addition one dele­ 
gate for every IOO members. The con­ 
vention at St. Louis will be for the pur­ 
pose of discussing the best methods 
for organizing and working political 
clubs, and the enthusiasm that will be 
engendered on that occasion, it is be­ 
lieved, will result in the formation of 
a large number of additional organi­ 
zations. 
The officers of the National Associa­ 
tion of Democratic clubs are now con­ 
sidering the best means for encourag­ 
ing the formation of political clubs, 
and at the convention in St. Louis an 
effort fain be made to advance the work 
of the national association by adopting 
what is known as the North Carolina 
system. 
Political clubs accomplish an im­ 
mense amount of work in Wisconsin, 
Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky and Tennessee, and it is in 
these states chiefly that the national

Iowa Bimetallists Convene—No Division 
of Sentiment. 
Des Moines, Iowa, July 15. The Bi­ 
metallic Non-Partisan Silver league 
opened its state convention Tuesday 
with 500 present, equally divided be- 
tfa’een the republican and democratic 
parties. The convention was called to 
order by Amos Steckel of Bloomfield, 
state chairman, who introduced S. H. 
Bashor of Waterloo as temporary chair­ 
man. J. W. Cliff of Des Moines, ex­ 
secretary of the state senate, a well­ 
known republican politician, was made 
temporary secretary. 
There was no division of sentiment 
as to the platform^ 
The resolutions 
were of great length. After indorsing 
the principle of silver coinage at 16 to 
I, Bryan and Sewall for president and 
vice-president were indorsed, and the 
state delegates were instructed to vote 
for them at the St. Louis convention. 
The first resolution sets out the im­ 
portance of the financial question. The 
second denounces the gold standard and 
demands free coinage at 16 to I. The 
third denounces the national banking 
system, and the fourth denounces the 
issue of bonds during the time of peace. 
The last resolution indorses Bryan.

escape from a violent death. 
As President Faure, seated in an 
open carriage and accompanied by M. 
Melipe, the premier, and MM. Bois- 
deffre arid Tourney, appeared upon the 
reviefaing stand at Longchamps. a well­ 
dressed man, apparently about 40 years 
of age, who had been leaning against 
tree, took deliberate aim and fired 
twice in quick succession faith a re­ 
volver at the president. The man had 
no time to fire again before the crowd 
closed in upon him and seized him,

July 15.—The rush of 
politicians to attend the populist and 
silver national conventions has not yet 
set in, although a few “of the h alers 
have arrived. Chairman 
Taubeneck 
and Sergeant-at-Amies McDowell ct the 
populist national committee predi; one 
of the largest crowds that ever att nd- 
ed a convention. 
“Many of the best 
men in the party will be here," con- 
tiued Chairman Taubeneck. 
“There 
will be 1,350 delegates, representing 
over 2,000,000 voters. 
We have every 
reason to believe that in point of num­ 
bers attending it will far outrank the 
republican convention. We shall meet 
in the same building, which will afford 
an opportunity to observe the strong 
points of difference.’’ 
The convention of the national silver 
party, which convenes in this city July 
22 at the Exposition building, will vie 
in numbers with that of the populists, 
which meets the same day. 
The na­ 
tional silver convention will have 1,200 
delegates and as many alternates, com­ 
ing from every state in the union, the 
representation being based on the esti­ 
mated strength of the advocates of sil­ 
ver at the ratio of 16 to I, irrespective 
of former party affiliations. 
Among some of the men of national 
prominence who will attend the con­ 
vention are Senators Stewart and Jones 
of Nevada, Teller of Colorado, William 
P. St. John of New York, who a few’ 
days ago was forced to retire from the 
presidency of the Mercantile national 
bank of New York on account of his 
advocacy of silver; Senator Dubois of 
Idaho, Senator Mantle of Montana, Sen­ 
ator Pettigrew of South Dakota, ex- 
Congressman Lafe Pence, Congressman 
Hartman of Montana, Congressman 
Newlands of Nevada, Editor B.O. Flow 
er of the Arena, Boston, and others.

there may be a reasonable expectation of their 
being sustained. 
Resolved, That in the opinion of ibis 
meeting, the time has now arriv d when a Pres 
byterian or Congregational church should be or­ 
ganized in this country.

R e s o lv e d , That a committee be ap­ 
pointed to take measures for carrying the fore­ 
going resolutions into effect as soon as circum­ 
stances adm it.”

Church Form ally 
Organized. 
In the account of the proceedings 
on the second occasion, August IG, are 
iound the follow iDg items: 
1 At a meeting duly appointed to be 
held at Ansel 
Dickinson’s, in Rock 
county, W. T., August IG, A. D., 1838, 
the Rev. William M. Adams was pres­ 
ent by request, and acted as modera­ 
tor.” 
Nathan G. Storrs was chosen 
clerk. 
Then follow the names of nine 
brethren and sisters, who “ were pres* 
ent and requested to be formed into a 
church of Christ, and they were duly 
constituted a church to be called the 
First Congregational church of Rock 
county,” This church is now located, 
as already stated, at the village of 
MiUon, and is the 
Congregational 
church of the place.
